Virginia  York  Irperials  again  topped  the  market,  U,S.  i^o,  1,  inch 
miniroun  selling  rpaickly  at  fron  ■.:^8.76  to  69.25  per  barrel,  as  compared  ^ith 
^7.30  to  ^33.27  last  ^'eek,  representing  an  increase  of  from  $1.00  to  31.45  -oer 
barrel.     Virginia  Jonathans  "'ere  also  keenly  competed  for,  the  U.S.  -lo.  1,  2| 
inch  minicrjra  bringing  from  ^5,75  to  $9.00  per  barrel  as  against  a  range  of 
vb.59  to  $7,30  T3aid  for  "Early  Export"  grades  last  veek.    The  available  sup- 
plies of  -Jonathans  ""ere  very  limited  and  a  much  larger  nuaiitity  could  have 
been  dis-oosed  of  at  the  prices  quoted.     The  demand  '  as  also  active  for  Virgini 
-'-ing  Davids,  Stayman  '"-inesaps  and  Ben  Davis.     These  varieties  '"ere  like'^ise  in 
lignt  suT)^ly.    There  ^as  only  a  moderate  demand  for  Grimss  Golden  due  to  the 
fact  that  a  large  -oroportion  of  the  fruit  ras  in  aii  overripe  condition.  I.:ore- 
over,  Grimes  Golden  v.-ere  sho-'ing  a  large  number  of  slacks.     There  was  no  dem.an

last  "eek.     California  Yeilorr  ITe'^to'-ns  a;id  Oregon  Gravensteins  ''ere  only  in 
moderate  demand.     The  demand  for  California  Gravensteins  ''as  very  elo'"  because 
of  the  overripe  condition  of  the  fruit.    All  boxed  varieties  r-^re  in  li-:ht 
supply. 

Siapulies  of  pears  on  the  Britisx.  rriarket  are  m.oderate,  states  V'.r,  Srr.ith. 
The  Fiiarket  for  pears  in  general  remained  unchanged.     Supplies  of  English  plums 
are  about  cleared  up.     Grapefnait  supplies  are  only  moderate.    The  market  , 
ho'vcver,  is  lo^-er.
